We bave reoddved more complete details on
the sudden Insanity of the Delgian prinecss, Our
Romuan correspondent writes us ns follows:—

“Her Mexlean Majesty I8 not so much to be
blamed as it would nppenr,  Her obstinacy and
her most extrpordinaty conduct towards the
Hely Father must be attributed to s nervous
malady, frora whick she bas been sufferiog for
some time pust,

"Wenow hear in Rome, from thoss persons in
attendnnce npon the Bmpress, that her nervous
excitement has of late been such, that it has
been necessnry to keep the strictest wateh upon
her; forfear of her commlitting some rash act,
Yesterday morning she went to the Ynllc:au,
without giving Antonelll (any previous notice,
as the Roman Court ctiguette requires. How'-
ever, his Holiness consentad to recelve her, not-
withstanding the irregnlarity of her condael.
An soon na the young Empress was ushered into
the presence of the Pope, she threw hersell
his feet, and declared to him that she was the
vietim of diabolicsl persecutions ;3 that her
encwies were desirous of pulting sn end to her
duye; and thut sttempts hoad been made vo poison
ber at the Hotel de Rome, nt which she was
then staying. She went on to assure the Holy
Father that she was afrald to touch food of any
kind., Pope Plus, with his nsuil gentieness, did
his utmoft to console and comflort the un-
fortupate I'rincess, He ordered that & re-
paskt should be prepared for her st the
Vautledn, where she spent the rest of the day.

“When night came elforts were made to per-
suade her to return to the hotel, but to no pur
poae, She kept constantly repeating that if she
Jelt the Vatican she would fall ajvictim to assus-
sins, and that she only felt safe in the presence
of the Pope. As her Majesty seemed determined
uot to leave, the Pope ordered apartments to be
prepared jor ber, and she has since then been
o inmate i the Vatican. She refuses to be
sltended by her ladies ol honor, but is willing
to recelve the allention of ladies enlirely
straugers to her.”

A further letter informs us that the Count de
Flandres, her brother, has arrived, sud will re-
conduct her to Miramar as soon as the state of
her health will permit,

ten, that we buve In Franece never known the
truth respecting the anfortunate expedition in
the ¢ountry of the Aztecs,

Italy for the Xiallang,

ceived the news of the conclusion of peace, and
we respoud with joy—Long live united Italy."

Letters have just reached us that Garibaldi
returns to the islind of Caprers, the state of his
health requiring extreme quiet, He has sent in
his resignation of commander of the volunteers,
Wwhich has beon sccepted by the King.
